his Christian subjects; as France has coutinually
advized him, as the uulfr efficacions meusns of
avoldimg & new crisls in the Kast, We may
therefore expect thiat on hw return Abdul Aziz
will inaugurate a serles of salutary reforma,

The Newsof Maximilian's Death Recolved
with Satisfaction In Warsaw.
From the Vienna Wanderer,

A commumeation (rom Warsaw relates some
strange tacls said to have taken place in the
Polieh eity relutive to the death of the Emperor
Maximilian. At the official club, & banguet of
yeung Russians and members ol the Muscovite

ulation, it declures, was given, at which
Fo ce Agerbatofl, of 8t, Petersburg, passing
through Waraaw to Paris by Vienna, proposed a
toust in honor *‘of the conguetor ol the auda-
cloug invaders of Mexleo, President Juures”
This toast had been received with great ap-
lnuse by the company, composed of many
gmu-mm and Councillors of Siate, Beveral
allugions were nlso made to the peace which
Juarez was abont to ressore to his country after
baving vanquished the rebels, who, like the
insurgents of Poland, were upbeld and excited
by foreigners; also, to the growt desire which
exico lelt to establish good relations with
Russia.  Afer the applanse had somewhsat sub-
gided, Gen, Baron Hauke, diceotor of the War-
saw Thentre and administeator of several
Tmperial places of amusement, tosé to ex lain
to those present bow Il was that Providenrve
had reserved a disastrous end for the Emperor
Maximlian, Among other thiongs, he said:—

“It is well known that at the outset of the
Pohsh revolution this Austrian Archduke, In
concert with the Emperor Napoleon, had cast
his eyes on the erown of Poland, that the Duke
de Gramont had Iabored in that sense gt Vienna,
and that a Polish deputation had already been
formed to offer the crown officially to Maxi-
milian."

The General ended by askirg what wonld
bave happened to the Archauke if, with the
view of conquering the crown of Poland, he
bad put himself at the head ol the insurgents
and been taken prisoner.

Sketeh of Hmerson Etheridge.

Ouve of the organs of the conservalive parly
gives the following outline of the career of s
eandidate for Governor:—

Mr. Etherudge I8, we belleve, a native of North
Caroling, though his whole life irom youth has
been spent in this State, und In that section
where {n- now resides, He first entered public
life ns a member of the Legislature in 1845, de-
feating the candidate of the opposing party in
the ince of an overwhelming majority. He aven
then gave evidence of the toree of character and
tulent which has since matured him into one of
the most dexterous and powerful political dis-
putants who has ever appeared upon the hust-
ings in this country, In 1853 he wad electod to
Congeess, aund held the position for two terms,
during which time he achieved a nationnl repu-
tation as one of the most thoroughly informeid
public men of the time, and as g skilfal, conrg-
geons, and elogquent debuter,

He was one of the few members who always
vomwmanded the attention ol the House, and left
that great theatre an acknowledyed mnster of
every weapon in the forensic srmor y—argument,
invective, wit, and satire. In 1867 be was de-
fented in a eontest with J. D, O, Atkins, an abie
aud populnr gentleman—a result in o great
degree atiributable to the over confidence ol his
friends. But two years allerwards he defeated
the snme opponent in one of the most memorable
conteste ever waged in this State, character: zed,
however, with a knightly conrtesy on both sides
equal to its ability and ferceness, It was duting
this term of service that the political troubles
of the country culminated in the civil war,

Mr. Htheridee's previous public career had
been ove of steadfast opposition to both of toe
mischieyous sectionnlisms whose collision had
produeced that ealamity, Hiscounviction of daty
ledd him to espouse the cause of the Government,
and, with bis sccustomed bolduess, he tyok that
position, and throughout the siruegcle main.
tained it with energy fud fddelity. He was made
Clerk of the House ol Representatives in 1861
and in Washingtou olty enve hiz whoie persoos
and official influence to the support of Lhe war
for the Union.

OBITUARY,

Catherine M, Sedgwick,

Miss Catharine Maris Sedewick, & veteran
and highly esteemed popular wnter of “the
United States, died yesterday at the residence
of Mr, Minot, near Roxbury. She will be buriad
tosmorrow, in her native town of Stockbridge.
Mise Sedgwick was born in 1768, being ot the
time of hier death in her seventy-eighth year,
Her first book, entitled “A New England Tale,"”
which appeared in 1822, gained her reputation
and success, In 1824 she published asecond
tale, “Redwood,” which was republished in
England, and within a brief period translated
into French, Itallsn, and Swedizh. Io 1527 was
publighed **Hope Leslie; or, Early Times in

Amerien.” Al three of these works are remark.
able for quickness and socuracy of observation,
correct study, aud at charm of style, In
1830 she issued ‘“‘Clarence;” in 1882, “Le
Bossus” and in 15886, *“The Linwoodss”
and n  collection of shorter tales, In
the next three years she iszued a series of books
whose popularity was and continues &p preat
that they may justly be ealled “people’s books”
—the *Poor Rich Man and Rich Poor Man:"
“Lave and Let Live;” “Means and Bods, Home;"
and “Love Token for Ohuldren,” In 1841 she
ublighed, on her return from Burope, « charm-
ng volume of travel, “Letters from Abroad to
I{t—ndred at Homwe:” o 1846 appeared “*Milton
Hurvey and Other Tales.” In 1857 appeared
from ber pen & novel of American soclety, us
graceful, lively, channlu;i. and good as unythiog
of her youuger days, “Married or Single ? |n
1868 sheé issued & life of Joseph Curtis, one of
the best and most valued citizens of New York,
which hud also a wide circulation. She was the
uuthor, besides, of o great number of essays and
gtories in magaziues, all pervaded and informedl
with ber clear Fond genge, and graced by a
charm of style of which she was the muster
during her whole life,

Young, of Cape Elizabeth, Me,, died on Wed-
nesday, at the age of ninety-six years and two
months. Her husband was in the Revolution-
